MISSOURI SEASON ON FU R 
BEARERS O PENS NOV. 15 


M issouri’s open season on furbear- 
ers does not begin until November 
15, warns the State gam e and 
fish 
officials, who also advise hunters that 
sportsmen, working their dogs, will 
be liable to penalties of the 
game 
laws if gam e is pursued, injured 
or 
killed out of season. 
As many rac­ 
coon hunters 
begin 
working 
their 
hounds at this season, the warning is 
considered especially tim ely. 
During the last 
two 
seasons the 
raccoon, considered one of the S tate’s 
most valuable furbearers, has been 
receiving more 
consideration 
from 
M issouri’s 
conservation 
department 
than in many years past. 
Owing to 
the increasing scarcity of this 
ani­ 
mal in some sections, special protec­ 
tive and propagation m easures have 
been undertaken by the Department. 
Animals taken on the State 
gam e 
farm s where they m ight be a nuisance 
about turkey and pheasant nests are 
not pelted but are released in 
sec­ 
tions of the State where some m eas­ 
ure of protection is assured them. 


The form er practice of issuing cap­ 
ture perm its to individuals has large­ 
ly been discontinued. 
Missouri’s laws 
allow the department to issue a per­ 
m it to capture furbearers out of sea­ 
son when they are to be used for pro­ 
pagation or scientific purposes but be­ 
cause the intent of the provision was 
being violated this practice has been 
discontinued. 
In some instances per­ 
sons holding capture permits caught 
raccoons out of season and held them 
in captivity until winter when 
they 
were pelted and sold. 
The 
restric­ 
tions on capture permits elim inates 
this undesirable practice. 
“Hunters may legally work 
their 
dogs at this season but they cannot 
hunt furbearers”, states Arthur W il­ 
liams, chief of wardens. 
“If there is 
evidence of pursuing the animals with 
dogs or if the dog owners are carry­ 
ing guns in the field, it will be taken 
that they are hunting and he is liable 
to arrest for hunting out of season”.

majority of us too often depend for 
seed corn upon the occasional 
good 
ears found during the husking season 
or select our seed from the crib 
in 
the spring. 


But the 
most 
successful 
corn 
growers know that every ear of corn 


43 acres, but, in order to provide for 
all ordinary emergencies, we should 
save 15 or 20 bushels for every 
40 
acres. 
This will enable us to 
plant 
only the best and strongest ears. 
If we find our corn is well matured, 
it would be wise to save enough seed 
for two years. 
N ext year’s corn may 
fail to mature and we will be 
hard 
pressed for seed corn the following

the corn up with binding twine

Furtherm ore, meat even in the diet 
from which much of the joy has been 
taken with the calories, will leave one 
with a feeling of generla satisfaction 
and well-being. 
The essential minerals, phosphorus 
and iron, of which

is a

source, may not abound in the reduc­ 
ing diet and the reducer suffers. 
A competent physician should 
be 
consulted before any strenuous reduc­ 
ing diet is undertaken, but no intel­ 
ligent person needs a physician to tell 
her that she cannot stay well if

limits her food below the margin of 
safety.

15, warns the State game and 
fish 
officials, who also advise hunters that 
sportsmen, working their dogs, will 
be liable to penalties of the 
game 
laws if game is pursued, injured

killed out of season. 
As many rac­ 
coon hunters

hounds at this season, the warning is 
considered especially timely.

Harvest Your Seed Corn 
Early Before It Freezes 


By P. O. HOLDEN 
While many farmers hirvast and 
store their seed corn at the proper 
time and in the proper manner, the 
majority of as too often depend for 
seed corn upon the occasional 
good 
ears found during the husking season 
or select our seed from the crib 
in 
the spring. 
But the 
most 
successful 
corn 
growers know that every ear of corn 
intended for planting should be har­ 
vested before the severe fall freezes 
and stored where it will dry out and 
keep dry. 
Frozen seed corn costs the country 
millions 
of dollars 
every year. 
It 
means poor seed, a poor stand, reduc­ 
ed production. 
We should go into our best fields 
before freezing weather sets in, and 
select well-matured ears 
from 
the 
most vigorous stalks. Six bushels of 
seed corn are sufficient to plant about

Next year's corn may 
fall to mature and we will be hard 
pressed for seed corn the following 
year, unless wa have some good corn 
left over from this year. 
As soon as we have harvested our 
seed corn, it should be husked 
and 
hung up in an attic or some upstairs 
room where the windows can be open­ 
ed and the air can freely circulate 
around the corn. 
One of the best methods is to tie 
the corn up with binding twine and 
suspend the strings from horizontal 
wires or from nails driven in the raf­ 
ters. The strings should be hung in 
rows, four inches apart, each way.

FRENCH ANNOUNCE NEW 
SPEEDY MYSTERY PLANE 


Paris.—-Hitherto unheard of speeds 
that will enable the pilot to see the 
earth rotating beneath him while he 
remains in a fixed position to the sun 
are expected of a new mystery plane 
which is under construction in Franca. 
This new wonder of the air, which 
is being built in secret at the Farman 
works for the French government, is 
not only expected to fly at nearly 500 
miles an hour, but also to attain alti­ 
tudes of 12 to 15 miles with ease. 
When it takes the air, some time 
about the middle of October, all the 
existing aviation theories and prac­ 
tices may be completely revolutionis­ 
ed within an hour or two, it is pre­ 
dicted.

fulfill all their sensational 
expecta­ 
tions. 
The mystery machine is a medium­ 
sized monoplane with several special 
features.

which they will have tube of oxygen 
to allow’ them to breathe normally in 
high altitudes. 
The controls .will operate through 
air-tight kunckles, and the tank which 
will be shaped like a barrel, will be 
heated by the motor. 
Although the cold will be intense at 
15 miles up, and the outside atmos­ 
phere too rare to support human life, 
the experts believe that the 
hardy 
pair who go up in the plane will suf­ 
fer no ill-effects in view of the special 
arrangements for their safety.

Washington, October 20.—Decisions 
which may have important echoes in 
national politics will be made by the 
voters two weeks from today, when 
three states elect governors and five 
vacancies are filled in the House or 
Representatives. 
Although the issues are preponder­ 
antly local, and only scattered sec­ 
tions will vote at all, the situation has 
the aspects related to the national 
picture: 
With the House standing today 214 
Republicans, 214 Democrats, and one 
Farmer-Labor, an upset in any dis­ 
trict in favor of the Democrats might 
well mean a Democratic House. Three 
of the five districts electing are tra­ 
ditionally Republican, and two are 
traditionally Democratic. 
Should a Democrat be elected gov­ 
ernor of New Jersey, and should he 
decide to call a special election to fill 
the vacancy caused by the death of 
Senator Morow, it might 
mean a 
Democratic Senate. The membership 
stands today 47 Republicans, 47 Dem­ 
ocrats and one Farmer-Labor. Gov­ 
ernor Larson of New Jersey is ex­ 
pected to appoint a Republican suc­ 
cessor to Senator 
Morrow before 
Congress convenes. 
Overwhelming victory or defeat for 
the constitutional amendments spon­ 
sored in New York State by Gover­ 
nor Roosevelt—and particularly the 
amendment opposed by former Gov­ 
ernor Smith—would be hailed as an 
important commentary on Roosevelt’s

advice from this authority is that the 
meat juices and fat which have es­ 
caped to the broiler must not

poured back over the steak. This pan 
gravy is good and it is all right for

keeping the weight down but this ex­ 
tra goodness is not for the star who 
wanes when she waxes—too fat. 
“Meat is a necessary part of any 
reducing diet. Meat does not fatten, 
if properly selected and properly pre­ 
pared”, says Sylvia. 
This statement is sound, nutrition­ 
ally, because the reducing diet can so 
easily become insufficient to maintain 
the body in health and well-being. An 
under-nourished 
body 
offers 
very 
poor resistance to disease, which 
is 
the reason why doctors advise against 
too strenuous dieting without proper 
direction from some one who under­ 
stands the principles of nutrition. 
The ordinary reducing diet is like­ 
ly to be very deficient in protein and 
protein is an essential in the diet at 
all times. 
If the protein intake 
is 
too strictly limited, a condition known 
as “protein starvation” arises. 
With 
meat, which is an excellent source of 
protein, this danger will 
not exist. 
Furthermore, meat even in the diet 
from which much of the joy has been 
taken with the calories, will leave one 
with a feeling of generla satisfaction 
and well-being. 
The essential minerals, phosphorus 
and iron, of which 
meat is a rich 
source, may not abound in the reduc­ 
ing diet and the reducer suffers. 
A competent physician should 
be 
consulted before any strenuous reduc­ 
ing diet is undertaken, but no intel­ 
ligent person needs a physician to tell 
her that she cannot stay well if she 
limits her food below the margin of 
safety.
